When firm stir into them, as rapidly 
as possible, two tablespoonfuls of cot- 
tage cheese.

Toasted Sandwich:

of bread thref-eijrhths of an inch thick 
and put between the slices a layer of 
cottage cheese of the same thickness.

TVhen sandwich is completed, dip 
in beaten egg and loast quickly in hot

Cottage Cheese Rolls: Take portion 


of firm peanut butter about size and 
shape of little finster. cover it with 
cottage cheese about a quarter of an

dressing. 
A prune 
stuffed 


with peanut butter may be substituted 
for the insert, giving an egg-shaped 
evter'or. In which case, these should 
be used in the nest and the mayon- 
naise placed in a yellow mass in the 
centre.

tahlespoonfuls of sugar and half a cup 
of cottage cheese.

for a garnish. Arrange fruit In circle 
on dish, place layer of cottage cheese 
mixture above, another layer of fruit, 
balance of cottage cheese, garnish with 
remainder of whipped cream, and top 
with handsome portions of fruit. Care 
must be taken in the arrangement of 
this dish that the completion form a 
pyramid, showing alternate layers on 
all sides.

new victory of the allies, it must be j 
remembered that Germany proper has 


, KOI yet been touched by tho Horrors 
-' of actual war. 
";. Ever since the war started in 1914. 


•Germany has managed to maintain the 
warfare for world conquest without 
having her own soil devastated by the 
. ravages of actual war. True, her peo- 
ple have bec-n rushed to the slaughter 


• and have been killed or wounded to 


the extent of live or six millions, but It 
was all in other lands than Germany. 


Belgium, France, parts of Russia, 


Serbia and Rumania have been rav- 
aged, their territory over which bat- 
tles raged reduced to a barren waste; 
tun nevertheless, the people of Ger- 
many have suffered unspeakably from 
lack of food, lack of proper clothing 
and the ordinary comforts of life, be- 
cause the men were dreawn to the war 
and all the resources of ihe nation 
were devoted to the maintenance of 
war. 
Hence, it is wrong to assume 


that the war is nearly over or that 
peace is at hand. In view of what 
Germany has done outside of her own 
territory 
in her warfare with the 


allied armies, it is reasonable 
to 


assume that she will fight even more 
desperately when ihe war is carried 
into her own domain and when in 
reality she wjll have to right to de- 
fend her own fair fields and her cap- 
ital. 


When the Germans dig in they can 


doubtless hold back the allied armies 
for a considerable time; but that will 
not save them. 
Their doom is in- 


evitable yet let no man assume that 
this is at hand or that it is un- 
necessary to proceed with the war in 
:all its branches with the utmost force 
•within our power.

beaten yet, and he gives this piece of 
sound advice to the men of America: 


"In heaven's name let no thought of

BOSTON', Sept. 25.—The spread of In- 


fluenza in eastern New England con- 
tinued today, although medical author- 
ities expressed strong hope that tha 
epidemic, had nearly,

quite, 


reached its peak. Measures taken In 
many cities to meet the situation were 
expected to show good results within 
a day or two, while the return of fair 
weather in place of the frequent rains 
of the past week, promised much. 


As influenza is not commonly report- 


ed by physicians to the health board", 
approximate figures of the total num- 
ber of cases have not been available 
from 
official sources and estimates! 


vary from 50,000 to 75,000. 
Cities In 


eastern Massachusetts, Rhode- Island 
and New Hampshire have been the cen- 
ters of the epidemic, Maine, Vermont 
and western Massachusetts reporting 
only slight outbreaks. 


An appropriation of $100,000 to aid 


in battling with the epidemic in this 
state was made available by the gov- 
ernor's council today. 


The money will be expended under 


the direction of. the state department 
of health and the surgeon-general. 


Mobilization of 4000 graduate and at- 


tendant nurses began today when Miss 
Mary Beard, chairman of public health 
of the council of national defense, Miss 
Elizabeth Itoss, divisional director of 
nursing for the Red Cross in New Bng- 
land._and Miss Bernice W, Billings, 
chief of the sub-division of tuberculo- 
sis of the state department of health, 
met and laid plans for co-ordinating 
their efforts. 


They 
will 
organize 
all available 


graduate nurses and attendants in such 
a way that all the work can be carried 
on under graduate supervision (and 
nursing units may be moved from city 
to city, as most needed. Miss Beard 
reported that the shortage of nurses 
in Boston was the greatest ever known. 
It was pointed out that every nurse, 
graduate or attendant In the state not 
absolutely needed on a serious case, 
should consider herself urgently'called 
to duty in the influenza emergency and 
should report for instructions to Miss 
Billings. 


The situation in this city continued 


to show improvement as far as cases 
among naval men and soldiers were 
concerned.

U-Boat's Restrict Reinforce- 


ments from U.. S. , 


LONDON. Sepl. 25.—Count von Hert- 


ling. ihe German imperial chancellor. 
in addressing the main committee of 
the rcichstag, yesterday, declared tfiat 
the submarine warfare was slowly, but 
surely diminishing: allied tonnage. 


"Above all," he said, "it is restrict- 


ing the 
transportation of reinforce- 


ments of men and material from 
the 


United States." 


Expressing conildence in Field Mar- 


shal von Illndcnburg and General Lu- 
dendorff, 
the 
chancellor 
said 
they 


would be equal to the situation and 
that UK; allies' "premature cries of vic- 
tory" would soon die away. 
He con- 


tinued: 


"Certainly 
the 
pure 
enthusiasm 


which 
characterized 
August, 1914, 


could not last, but the firm resolve 10 
hold out till the end will, despite all 
vacillations and 
vicissitudes. '.. contin- 


ue. The people at home will not leave 
the army lit the lurch just when ev- 
erything1 is at stake. 
From the flrst 


day. we waged war as a war of de- 
fense. Only to defend ourselves did we 
invntlo Belgium." 


He admitted that in invading Bel- 


gium, Germany transgressed the writ- 
ten law. but he said: "As for individ- 
uals, so is there also for states, an- 
other law. That is the law of self-de- 
fense." 


In all future-fighting, both on the 


west and the' east, he said. It woulct b« 
solely a question of defense. 


Says Wilson Snub* Him 


Count von Hertling, the German im- 


perial chancellor 
In addressing the 


i-eichstag main committee, 
complained 


of the lack of attention that his acqui- 
escence in the four points laid down by 
President Wilson as peace 
essentials 


had met from the American executive. 


He asserted that on -Feb. 22 of this 


year, he declared in'-ihe reiehstag his 
agreement in principle1 with the possi- 
bility of discussing a general peace on 
the basis of the four points of Pres- 
ident Wilson's message of February 2, 
but that President Wilson, neither at 
that time, nor since, had taken any no- 
tice of his declaration. 


He declared -thai he favored the for- 


mation of a league of nations, the pro- 
.moiion of universal, successive disar- 
mament in equal proportions, the es- 
tablishment of obligatory courts of ar- 
bUraUon, the freedom of the seas and 
the protection of small jiations.

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NO LET UP ON GERMANY 


"While the doom 01 Germany becomes 


more certain and more near with every 
new victory of the allies, it must be 
remembered thai Germany proper has 
BO: yfci been touched hy the horrors 
of actual war. 


.Ever since the war started in 1914. 


Germany has managed to maintain the 
•warfare for world conquest without 
having her own soil devastated by the 
ravages of actual war. True, her peo- 
ple have been rushed to the slaughter 
and have been killed or wounded to 
tho extent of five or six siillions^.hut it 
•was all in other lands than Germany. 


Belgium, France, parts of Russia, 


Serbia and Rumania have been rav- 
aged, their territory over which bat- 
tles raged reduced to a barren waste; 
but nevertheless, the people of Ger- 
many have suffered unspeakably from 
lack of food, lack of proper clothing 
and the ordinary comforts of life, be- 
cause the men were drcawn to the war 
and all the resources of the nation 
•were devoted to ihe maintenance of 
war. 
Hence, it is wronff to assume 


that the war is nearly over or thai 
peace is "at hand. 
In view of what 


Germany has done outside of. her own 
territory 
in her warfare 
with 
the 


allied 
armies, it 
Is reasonable to 


assume that she will fight even more 
desperately when the war is carried 
into her own domain and when in 
reality she will have to fight to de- 
fend her own fair fields and her cap- 
ital. 


When the. Germans dig in they can 


doubtless hold back the allied armies 
for a considerable time; but that will 
not save them. 
Their doom is in- 


evitable yet let no man assume that 
this is at hand' or that it is un- 
necessary to proceed with the war in 
all its branches with the utmost force 
within our power. 


Rev. M. J. Dwyer, formerly assistant 


attorney ot Suffolk 
county, 
writing 


from Rome, says Germany is not half 
beaten yet and he gives this piece of 
sound advice to the men of America: 


"In heaven's name let no thought of

cess, restrain the efforts of a, single 
man on our side to win and put down 
'forever the forces of arrogant pride 
and lust for dominion which have 
fobbed.the earth of a whole genera- 
tion of its best manhood." 


These words voice the spirit 
that 


must fill the heart of 
every 
true 


American until the power of Germany 
is levelled in the dust, until the kaiser 
and the Prussian war lords are van- 
quished and 
German militarism 
is 


wiped from the face of the earth for- 
ever. 


The victories being won at all points 


by the allies are very encouraging; but 
they should inspire every American to 
greater efforts rather than to cause 
any slackening that might give the 
enemy a fresh respite and renewed 
courage to carry on the battle' to the 
last ditch. All the allies are now doing 
splendidly, having taken fresh cour- 
age from the grand work of the Amer- 
ican forces on land and sea. Let the 
good work continue without a halt 
until Germany is forced to surrender. 


upon which peace might be restored. 
He rather ilippanlly twits President 
U iison upon ins very prompt reply 10 
the Austrian note, claiming that the 
president adopted this course in order 
to anticipate the action 01 the other 
allied powers a:id thus to assume the 
role of world arbiter, in matters^ con- 
cerning the consideration of terms of 
peace. 


President Wilson is not playing the 


role of a world arbiter nor does he en- 
deavor to shape the policy of the other 
allies engaged in this war. He simply 
states the war aims of the United 
States and lays down the principles 
which will form the underlying basis 
of any plan of international peace that 
may be adopted at the conclusion of 
the war. 
In so doing he expresses 


only the views and aims of the United 
Slates. He is not in any way author- 
zed to speak for the other powers, but 
t happens that the entente allies have 
:o a very great extent, accepted Pres- 
dent Wilson's .statement of our war 
urns and the conditions upon which 
•eace can be restored. 


Baron Burian seems to flatter him- 


self that his note has produced a deep 
mprossion throughout the world, fa- 
.'arable to peace. 
It is a well known 


:act that the whole world is longing 
for peace; but it is just as clearly 
evident that there can be no peace and 
hat there shall be no peace until the 
military power of Germany shall have 
jeen crushed beyond resurrection. 


The Austrian peace promoter may as 


veil subside. His note has had no ef- 
fect except to give another proof of 
the stupendous ignorance that prevails 
among the, central powers as to the 
determination of the allied powers to 
stamp out German militarism as a pre- 
•equisite to peace. Until that under- 
aking shall have been completed, it 
s absolutely useless for Burian or any 
of the other spokesmen of the central 
lowers to agitate further for a peace 
conference or a cessation of the war. 
They are fooling nobody but them- 
selves 
in carrying on this extensive 


peace offensive. 


THE STUDENT ARMY 


This week many colleges throughout 


\ the country, under direction of the 


•\var department, are registering young 
men of service age for the Students 
Army Training Corps. It is also an- 
nounced that a, certain number, not 
nearly so large as that authorized for 
the army, will be enrolled for service 
in the navy- The government is to bear 
the expense in both cases, paying the 
students $32.50 per month with a cer- 
tain allowance not yet definitely fixed, 
for maintenance. 
This 
sum 
it 
is 


presumed, will go to the colleges to 
cover iheir expenses. 


The s Indents have been led to be- 


lieve that they can carry on some 
studies outside their work in military 
or naval training. We surmise, how- 
ever, that onco they shall have entered 
upon intensive training, they will not 
be able to accomplish much in college 
studies. Each student enrolled at the 
various colleges is regarded as having 
entered the service either in the army 
or the navy. They will wear the un- 
iforms of these branches of the ser- 
vice and must be ready for call as 
the government may decide. 


The object of the government in as- 


. suming this heavy responsibility is to 


utilize this student army for the purpose 
of developing whatever special ability 
each may pos^ei-s along certain lines 
of duty. In thr. army training corps, 
students will he sf-lccit-d for advanced 
training from which they may obtain 
commissions. 
Similarly, in the navy, 


the students may be promoted along 
the usual lin^s and sent to ensign 


SIMULTANEOUS VICTORIES 


It is a very remarkable coincidence 


that about'the time ihe British 'forces 


Palestine won a smashing victory 


over the Turks, there have been allied 
victories on nearly all the other battle- 
fronts, including that of Siberia. 
In 


every one of the enemy nations it ap- 
pears that revolution is brewing and 
the demand for peace is ever becoming 
stronger. 


The destruction of two Turkish arm- 


ies by General Allenby in Palestine is 
a severe blow to tho Ottoman empire 
whose loyalty to Germany had already 
reached a. low ebb. On the Macedonian 
front, the Bulgarians suffered a severe 
defeat which seems to be only the first 
of a series of blows that may put Bul- 
:aria out of the fight and restore the 
•reater part of Serbia. 


Germany is nppnalnd to for help by 


Bulgaria, but she has no troops to 
spare as she needs them all at home, 
while the Americans threaten Metz and 
the French and British are planning 
the capture of Chemin des Dames, St. 
Quentin, Ca.mbrai and other strategic 
centers held by the enemy. 


It appears that the enemy defenses 


are weak and crumbling at nearly a. 
poiuts, and that there is not likely to 
be any very strong resistance until 
the allies reach the German border. 
The morale of the armies of the cen - 
tral powers is rapidly sinking, with 
the result that their efficiency is cor- 
respondingly 
reduced. 
Under such 


conditions, they cannot withstand the 
onset of the vigorous and enthusiastic 
troops of the allies now inspired with 
the conviction that their ultimate tri- 
umph is but a matter of time. 


ALL TO WORK OR FIGHT 


Tho. government is making a deter- 


mined effort to drive all who are now 
employed in non-essential occupations 
into various lines of work required in 
the prosecution of the war. An order 
recently issued by State Director Lord 
of the federal service emphasizes the 
fact thai the entire nation must work 
or fight. Clerks, office help, ticket sell- 
ers, attendants, and men in various 
lines of non-essential employment must 
find other positions in order to comply 
with the spirit of the law. The order 
is to be vigorously enforced in Massa- 
chusetts, which of course is a matter 
of concern to some people in Lowell. 


The labor shortage is becoming so 


serious that the exemption and other 
community boards are combing their 
respective districts for men who are 
not yet engaged in war essential work.

been appealed to in order to aid the 
shortage by somewhat relaxing the 
rules in reiVrenco to exemption. 
He

force is arrayed against another, but 
the cowardly pouncing upon civilians, 
who may be suspected of sympathy 
with the allies or1 of opposition to the

"With the police of Nashua, N..H., on 


strike the state guard must protect 
the city. 
In view of the 
growing 


frequency of such strikes, it may soon 
be necessary for every city to have an 
emergency or reserve force ready to 
be called to duty when the regular 
men go on strike. As the Lowell force 
received an increase of pay this year, 
there is at present no apparent danger 
of u strike'yet in these times such up- 
heavals very often come quite unex- 
pectedly. 


The strikers have demanded 54.00 a 


day, 
an increase of seventy-five cents 


per day. It appears that the city de- 
cided to grant the demand on condi- 
tion that an annual allowance of $50 
for uniforms and a two weeks' vaca- 
tion with pay, should be taken away. 
The demand of the men was not at 
all extravagant. In fact, it is difficult 
to see how any officer can support 
himself and family in these times of 
soaring prices on $3.25 per day. 
The 


police officer who works for this wage 
must have a poor estimation of his 
own ability to earn a livelihood in 
other pursuits. We have boys here in 
Lowell earning nearly twice as much 
and they are still unsatisfied.

nities and on the restoration of Ser- 
bia and Montenegro, and a declaration 
that the peace treaties of Brest-Lit- 
ovsk and Bucharest must not 
hinder 


the conclusion of peace. It was urged 
thai civil administration over all oc-

conclusion of peace to democratic par- 
liaments, which are to be 
established 


forthwith. 


Autonomy for Alsace and Lorraine

Thft 
British and Greek . armies have ad- 
vanced. around Lake Dolran and ar« 
pursuing the Bulgarians .along tho 
road toward Strumltaa, but that place, 
it seems probable, u-ill soon be out- 
flanked by the progress of the allied 
armies to-the northwest.

The plight of the, Bulgarians on the 


western sido of the battle zone appears 
to be serious. They are forced to paj's
